J u d g e H arm on R ep lies to B ryan . * 
W ashington, Sept. 12.—Judson H ar­ 
mon, attorney general of the United 
States, has issued an open letter in 
answ er to th at portion of W iliam J. 
B ryan’s letter of acceptance relating to 
federal interference in local 
affairs. 
Mr. Harm on in this letter quotes the 
authority under which President Cleve­ 
land acted in ordering 
the 
federal 
troops to Chicago during the railroad 
riots of 1894, claim ing that the action 
was taken not to enforce the laws of 
the commonwealth of Illinois, but to 
enforce the laws of the United States 
alone, which the president has full pow­ 
er to do w ithout waiting for the re­ 
quest of the executive or any other of­ 
ficial of the individual state. 


New York, Sept. 12.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: 
B etter prospects and 
relief 
from 
m onetary anxiety do not 
yet 
bring 
larger dem ands for finished products, 
though large buying of pig iron, wool, 
leather, hides, cotton and other m ate­ 
rials continued to show a grooving bus­ 
iness tending to the belief that a gen­ 
eral m ovem ent upward in prices will 
come w ith the replenishm ent of deal­ 
ers’ stocks this fall. 
Most prices are extrem ely low, so 
th at nothing more than ordinary de­ 
m and would advance them. 
But bank 
failures a t New Orleans cause tem por­ 
ary hesitation, crop returns indicate 
disappointm ent in some 
cotton 
and 
some spring wrheat states, prices 
oi 
corn and oats m ake it unprofitable to 
sell at present, the num ber of m anu­ 
facturing works and mines in opera­ 
tion does not gain, but 
rather 
de­ 
creases, reductions of wages are some­ 
w hat num erous and occasionally re­ 
sisted by strikes. 
All these conditions 
dim inish for a tim e the buying powei 
of the people. 
W hile many think general improve­ 
m ent cannot come until the election 
has removed political 
uncertainties, 
others expect soon to see the result an­ 
ticipated. 
The weekly output of pig 
iron decreased 26,573 tons in August 
to 130,500 tons, against 217,300 in No­ 
vem ber, a shrinkage of 40 per cent 
O ther works still have stopped since 
Septem ber began. 
The output of Connellsville coke was 
65,997 tons weekly, against 166,000 Oct 
6 last year, and 5,640 ovens are at 
work, against 13,511 then, with 10,000 
w orkers now idle. 
Sales of wool for the week have 
equaled the norm al consumption for 
the first tim e in some months, not be­ 
cause m anufacturers have more orders 
o r are doing more work, for no gain 
is seen in the demand or output. The 
buying is m ainly speculative, based on 
the belief th at prices m ust advance. 
No considerable decrease appears in 
the enormous stock of print cloths, al­ 
though the output has been reduced 
about half for two m onths, and a fifth 
of the year’s supply rem ains in the 
hands of the m akers, but they have 
advanced the price 3-16 per cent dur­ 
ing the week. 
For other goods there 
is a better demand and m anufactur­ 
ers have advanced prices because of 
the rising cost of m aterial, the average 
for all cottons having risen 5.3 per 
cent since Aug. 6, but stocks of many 
kinds are large. 
The Financial Chronicle’s annual re­ 
port m akes the last crop of cotton 
7,162,473 bales, the consumption north 
and south 2,695,810, and the exports 
4,712,912 during the year. 
No 
ac­ 
count of southern mill stocks is at­ 
tem pted, and no estim ate is yet given 
of the crop now coming forward. The 
governm ent report is even more gloomy 
than a year ago, m aking the condition 
the lowest for many years. 
There is 
no doubt th at the damage has been 
serious, as the price has advanced to 
8% cents, w ith much speculative buy­ 
ing

Corn is alm ost wholly out of danger 
and the yield is generally expected to 
he the largest, as the price here is tho 
lowest ever known. 
Failures for the week have been 315 
in th e United States, against 187 last 
year in the United States, and forty 
seven in Canada, against thirty-four 
last year.

PFEIFER’S TRIUMPH. 


Pfeifer was a sergeant of marines, a 
fine, big, soldierly fellow, with a long, | 
tawny mustache and wide open blue 
eyes that gave his stolid German face a 
frank, honest look, indicative of his 
character. 
It was in his service in the j 
German army, before he left the father- ; 
land for a new home in the “ land of 
the free, ” that his broad, sturdy shoul- j 
ders were “ set up” in such soldierly j 
fashion. He was a sergeant in the em­ 
peror’s army, and afterward, when he 
came out to America and enlisted in 
the navy, he found service as a Jacky 
rather distasteful. The brief authority j 
he had had as a sergeant had unfitted 
him a little for life in the ranks again, 
and although he was a good seaman 
and a faithful Jacky he grumbled under 
his breath once in awhile because the 
chance of advancement was so small 
and promotion so slow. 
So, when his term was up, Pfeifer did ! 
not re-enlist. But he found after a little { 
that he could not keep out of the serv­ 
ice, and so he held up his hand beside 
his bare head and swore again to uphold 
the constitution and the government of 
the United States, but this time it was 
as a member of the marine corps, “ a 
bloomin, jolly soldier and sailor too. ” 
J 
In the marine corps Pfeifer found 
that his service in the other two arms 
helped him very much. He was as 
steady as he was stolid, and as faithful j 
as both. He knew the regulations back- | 
ward, and all the requirements and du­ 
ties of every man and officer in the 
corps. 
So when his rapid promotion 
landed him as a sergeant, he slid into 
the routine of his duties as easily and 
as smoothly as a seal slips off a basking 
rock into the sea. After awhile Pfeifer 
got an assignment to duty which made 
him very happy. 
He was detailed to 
command a detachment of marines on a 
United States warship under orders to 
patrol the Bering sea on the lookout for 
seal poachers. 
i 
There are no superfluous officers in 
the marine corps, and it sometimes hap­ 
pens that a sergeant has command of a 
sm all detachment on such duty. Pfeifer 
w as delighted, and the men in his com­ 
mand were put through their drills and 
work w ith a thorough exactness which 
surprised some of them and made them 
a little inclined to grumble. 
The ser­ 
geant was a strict disciplinarian, and 
the men felt it, but he was not a m arti­ 
net and he was enthusiastic for the serv­ 
ice, and so the men settled down in the 
consciousness that Pfeiler was all right. 
The warship went on her cruise and 
came back again, and Pfeifer’s men 
were the pride of his heart. 
In not the 
smallest detail had the regulations suf­ 
fered by their action, and the sergeant 
was happy as he contemplated the report 
he would make to his commanding offi­ 
cer. Then the warship was ordered to 
the Mare island navy yard for extensive J 
repairs. 
I 
Now, there is a time honored and 
glorious custom of saluting the flag 
when a ship goes out of commission, in ' 
which the marines who have seen serv- J 
ice on her take the largest part. The 
officers and the crew go ashore, all but 
one Jacky. Then the marines are drawn | 
up on the quarter deck, facing the flag 
which flutters from the staff at the taff- J 
rail. The solitary Jacky throws his cap 
on the deck and stands beeheaded with 
his hand en the flag halyards, ready at 
the word of command to haul down the 
starry symbol of the nation’s life and 
power. 
As the Jacky goes at his work 
and the flag begins to sink, the officer 
in command of the marines shouts: 
“ Present arms!” 
Up go the guns with a rattle and a 
snap, and until the single Jacky has 
gathered the glorious flag in his arms to 
keep it from touching the deck as he 
hauls it down, every man Jack of the 
marine stands like a statue, with his 
eyes fixed on the stars and stripes and 
his rifle at salute. 
Then the marines 
march away. 
Jacky folds up the flag 
and tucks it in its berth, and the ship 
is out of commission. 
Pfeifer knew every detail of the proc­ 
ess. 
He could almost have told before­ 
hand the very deck plank on which he 
would stand when he gave the order to 
salute the flag. He was all ready for the 
last order from the captain, but when it 
came it nearly knocked him down, for 
it was not the order he had expected. 
And, worse than that, it was not the 
proper order. 
The captain commanded 
him to take his men ashore, draw them 
up on the wharf and from that position 
to salute the flag as it fluttered down 
for the last time on the warship. 
Pfeifer was absolutely 
astounded. 
For a minute almost he stood like a 
man stunned. Then an extraordinary 
thing happened. 
Tho «tolid German 
servant, with whom obedience to orders 
was as natural aud as necessary as the 
breath of life, broke every tenet and 
tradition of the regulations and pro­ 
tested at the captain's order. 
All tho 


him, and the man who. at his captain’s 
command, would have stood his ground 
to the last gun fire and after that pre­ 
sented arms to death, rebelled when ho 
found that captain breaking the glori­ 
ous custom of years.

It recalled the re ga i 
tion to the captain, and he knew h i' 
order was a mistake. Nevertheless it 
was his order aud he would not reverse 
it. Ho hesitated an instant and then: 
“ You heard the order,” ho said. 
“ Obey it.” 
\ 
They were standing on the main deck 
just outside the executive officer’s of­ 
fice. The executive was at his desk fin­ 
ishing up the last of his work before 
going ashore. 
The window was open, 
and he heard all that was said by the 
captain and the sergeant. 
When he 
heard the order repeated, the executive 
looked out of the window. 
He saw 
Pfeifer standing, white faced and deter­ 
mined, facing the angry captain. 
The 
sergeant breathed in quick, short gasps, 
and as the executive watched he lifted 
his hand again in salute and said: 
“ The moment my men and I aro 
ashore, sir, we are no longer under your 
command. 
My superior officer then is 
the commandant of the marine bar­ 
racks. If I go ashore, sir, I cannot obey 
your order to salute the flag, for my 
duty then is to report at once to my 
commanding officer.” 
The captain’s face went red and 
white, and he lost his grip on his tem­ 
per. 
His voice rose to an angry shout, 
and he exclaimed: 
“ Take your men ashore and salute 
the flag from the w harf.” 
Without a word Pfeifer 
saluted, 
wheeled on his heel and went away. 


I Presently the bngle summoned the ma­ 
rines to fall in. 
Pfeifer was at their 
head. Down the gangplank they march­ 
ed, and on the wharf they formed up. 
“ Right face!” shouted the sergeant, 
j 
His well drilled men wheeled as one 
and stood facing the marine barracks. 
“ Forward, 
m arch,” 
commanded 
Pfeifer, and off the marines of the w ar­ 
ship swang to report to the comman­ 
dant of the barracks, leaving an amazed 
and angry Jacky standing by the hal­ 
yards, w ith no one to salute the flag as 
he hauled it down. 
The captain was furious. 
He had 
been defied by a sergeant of the marines, 
and he meant to make Pfeifer smart for 
it, but he did not know that the execu- 
; tive had seen and heard it all. 
Pfeifer 
did. 
i 
Pfeifer went to the marine barracks 
* and reported, but said never a word of 
the captain’s order. 
His men were not 
j so silent, and the barracks hummed 
with the story. The men knew there 
would be a reckoning, and they waited 
impatiently for the result. 
The captain went to the admiral and 
told his story. The next morning Pfei­ 
fer was summoned before the admiral. 
There the captain confronted him. The 
captain was still angry. He knew down 
in the bottom of his heart that he had 
ir.r.de a mistake, but he hoped to be able 
to force his complaint through by blus 
ter, perhaps, if he couldn’t make it ap­ 
pear bad enough for Pfeifer by his nar­ 
ration of the sergeant’s refusal to obey 
his orders. So he told his story, and he 
counted that his word would stand 
against that of an enlisted man. 
Then it was Pfeifer’s turn. He gave 
a simple, straightforward account of 
what had occurred, and his honest face 
and soldierly bearing lent it strength. 
When it was finished, he added: 
“ And the executive officer was in his 
office, sir, and he heard all that was 
said. ” 
“ Orderly,” said the admiral, “ ask 
the executive officer to come here.” 
The captain’s jaw fell, for he saw 
that he was caught in a double trap. 
He had failed to observe the regula­ 
tions, and after that he had lied about 
it. He waited uneasily until the execu­ 
tive officer came.
